It 
seem* that last Sunday a small boy 
Vised the marshal and a policeman if 
they wanted to catch some fellows 
gambling. They said yea and the boy 
directed them to a place under the riv- 
er bank. They found three men play- 
ing, with about eight dollars on the 
buard.

Another prom- 
ised te pay $20 the following day. The 
third one went his way without any 
arrangement.

Hard Roads Must be 
Kept up and Pro- 
. tected from Damage 



(Jenei-al Pershing has appeared bafo 
the road* committee In Congress 
vocate a system of malntenai 
road* on which federal money is sj 
He saw roads in Europo built by 
Caesar, Napolean and other ancient 
ruler* and kept In good condition to 
this day by protection ami 
care. On every section along these- 
Kinds n man (usually an old man) Is 
seen making repairs of tbe smallest 
break* that make their appearance. 

i*resident Harding , intlsts thai a 
similar patrol system be adopted in 
the United States on all road* on which 
federal money Is npent. He Is right 
about this. 

There is no such thing as a perm- 
anent rood. No material has b e en 
found that will stand up under all 
kinds ot traffic. Ail klnda of bard- 
roads need constant care, and protec- 
tion against damage by certain tragic 
abases. 

Nearly all States having hard roads 
have made laws to protect them from 
abuse. Narrow wagon tires are . pro- 
hibited in Ohio, New York and other 
State*. The weight of loads- Is re- 
stricted. This applies even to the' 
trucks with wide tires, in Maryland 
the heavily loaded trucks are weigh- 
ed on the roads by officers who sus- 
pect that they are loaded beyond the 
legal limit, and If found over* 
the excess Is dumped off by tho 
side. Horses shod so as to do 
age are not permitted on roads. 

In West Virginia there Is a new sta' 
law fixing- a fine for damaging a hard 
road with any sort ot vehicle or equip- 
ment 

The laws are the result of exper- 
ience and necessity. Oftentimes tho 
greatest damage would be done by peo- 
ple who pay not a. cent -on building or 
keeping up the .roads. 

Protesting The Streets. 

Louisa has enacted an ordinance 
protect her new streets from dVneo 
nary damage, fixing a line for each j 
fenae. The experience so fa> shows 
damage except by a few horses at 
with long, sharp toe*. Until th 
asphalt baa been laid and In use about 
six months It Is cut and damaged by 
such shoes. The ordinary style ot 
horse shoes do no real damage. 

This subject ha* been treated some- 
what at length here to show that 
fltrlction* always come along 
these Improvement* and they 
upon experience and reason, 
thought some people oppose, restric- 
tions of any kind, but "sober second 
thought" usually brings them to « 
;he justice of the protection.

OEAF AND BLIND MAN 

RIDES FREIGHT TRAIN 

WITHOUT ACCIDENT 

Blllie Howe, a man who Is deaf dumb 
and Mind, escaped from the Wayne 
county Infirmary on Tuesday night, 
walked to Wayne, a distance of three 
miles, boarded a freight train, sat down 
between the bumpers and by I o'clock 
Wednesday morning, climbed off In 
Williamson. 

Bowe -lid not wander around Wll- 
llr.mroti long until he was taken Into 
Quatudy by Williamson authorities who 
were unable to determine where the 
unfortunate man was from or what 
his mission was. He was later identi- 
ties by a Norfolk ft Western conductor 
who recognized Bowe as a man he had 
seen at the county farm station. Bows 
was returned on train No. 27 on Fri- 
lay. On reaching the infirmary be ex- 
pressed his pleasure of being back 
home by laughing and throwing his 
hands In the air. He shook hands with 
the superintendent of the Infirmary, 
Elba Davis, and manifest, In his way, 
genuine delight In arriving home 
safely. , 

The unfortunate man is given a room 
to himself in the Infirmary building 
and because of his hai.it of wandering 
away between dusk and daybreak his 
room door is fastened with a latch lo- 
cated above the door. But on the night 
of his latest escape he found the latch. 
It Is not known at exactly what hour 
In the night he left, but it was shortly 
after daybreak that two boys saw him 
climb on a freight train at Wayne 
which was stopped for ■ water at the 
local tank. Bowe sat down between 
the bumpers according to the boys, and 
when the train began to move he waiv- 
ed his' hand in the same way that a 
normal person would bid farewell to 
friends when leaving on a trip. The 
hoys did not know the roan was denf 
dumb and blind at the time but they 
explained that he handled himself 
awkardly and walked with a cane. 

Bowe finds his way by feeling with 
his cane. And it is supposed that he 
followed the railroad track all the way 
from the county farm to Wayne until 
he ran Into the train waiting here for 
water and then climbed on. It will be 
recalled by readers of Wayne County 
News that be escaped once before on 
the plght of April 1 and was round at 
the Hansom bridge near Wayne by 
county clerk Hesekiah Adkins. who 
brought him to the court house until 
he could be returned to the Infirmary. 

Bowe's home was formerly at Poor- 
burg on the Big Sandy side of the 
county, between Saltpeter and Ft. Gay. 
He can neither see, hear nor talk the 
least bit. He can do odd Jobs when 
given a hammer apd nails, but his 
most remarkable feat his been the trip 
to Williamson by freight train without 
accident. — Wayne County News.

Thla I* the time when we should post 
ourselves how to handle the striped 
cucumber beetle which cause* so much 
damssre to cucumber plants, water- 
melon*, suuashea, etc. These beetle* 
hibernate over in the soil, emerge In 
the spring, after a few day* they pair' 
and the female depoelt* her eggs In 
the crevlcea of the *olL each laying 
about ISO egg*. They hatch In about 
s days ; and the larva bore Into the 
teet* of the plant from which It emerg- 
<•* in about ten day*. 

REMEDY: — Arsenate of Lead Pow- 
<ler mixed In proportions of > pound* 
to AO gallon* of water and thoroughly 
■prayed on the plant* will handle them
